It promises to be more terrible than 
the storms of '78 and '73, when seventy 
people were frozen to death and thous- 
ands of dollars worth of property were 
destroyed, because it came 
without 
warning.

day and last night were the coldest ever 
experienced in this section, the ther- 
mometer registering 19 degrees below 
zero yesterday morning. The reports 
that come from Western Kansas are ap- 
palling. Large number of deaths from 
cold and starvation have occured. 


It is estimated tifat three thousand 
people in Clark county are in a destitute 
condition and unless immediate relief is 
afforded them the number of deaths will 
be fearf al. Hartland, Kearney conn ty, 
needs assistanoe and if relief does not 
soon come hundreds must soon die. 
Horses and cattle have perished in their 
stalls and the owners have been badly 
frozen, while attempting to care for 
them. On the Missouri Pacific railroad 
two train loads of cattle, coming in from 
the west, were caught in the blizzard 
and every animal frozen to death. 


DENVKB, Col., Jan. 
16.—Saturday 
night was one of the coldest ever known 
in the Rocky Mountain country, the 
mercury falling 26 below zero at some 
points. 


AUSTIN, Tex., 
Jan. 
16.—Saturday 
night the mercury fell from 7á to 28 de- 
grees in an hour. At midnight it was 
down to 10 above zero, with a perfect 
gale prevailing. 


ABERDEEN, Dak., Jan. 
16.—^Bessie 
Stansfield, a pretty nineteen-year-old 
teacher, left school during the storm to 
go to a farmer's house thirty yards dis- 
tant. Her dead body was found nearly 
a mile from the school house. 
Four 
children froze to death in the school 
house at Mellitte. 


The teacber left them to get assistance 
and her body has not yet been foand. 
Miss Steubierner, another teaoher, was 
out all night in the blizzard. 
When 
found she was barely alive and died 
shortly afterward. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 16.—The great storm 
has been followed by a freeze, the like 
of which has not been experienced since 
the memorable winter of 1864. The area 
of the unusual cold weather has been 
general, extending from the extreme 
northern line of telegraph communica- 
tion as far south as Texas and the Gulf. 
Great suffering is reported from all di- 
rections, and principally in Minnesota, 
Dakota, Montana and Nevada, where 
many lives have been lost.

MR. SAM MILLER. 


Death of the Proprietor of the Journal 
After A Heroie Battle.—Press 
Honors Extended. 


When Mr. Sam Miller was sfzicken 
with neoralgia of the heart some three 
weeks ago, the oommnnily was shocked, 
and for a time hope was abandoned. He 
rallied again, however, and seemed to 
have crossed the danger line, when 
typhoid fever seized him and caused his 
death at 8:80 Saturday evening. 


His family and friends were not pre- 
^ ^ 
for so sudden a summons, as they 
hHypedhis vitality and strength could 
not be so easily exhausted, but the 
hour came and Sam Miller passed away 
in the prime of life, surrounded by a 
family whose grief know no bounds 
and sorrow no depth. 
The sympathy 
of the community is with them and 
surely thehr loss is felt far and wide. 


Mr. Miller was a native of Wells 
county, thirty-eight years of age. A 
wife and three children survive the loss 
of a good husband and fattier, as do also 
two brothers and seven sisters. 
Mr. 
Miller was dependant on his own re- 
sources from an early age and all the 
fortunes and achievements of life were 
his own for he won them manfully. He 
entered the regular army at the age of 
^ h t e e n years in Co. E. of the 3d artil- 
lery, and was honorably discharged after 
serving his term of three years. 
He 
was a mason in good standing, a member 
of Newman lodge. No. 
376, of New 
Haven; was a member of 
Harmony 
lodge, No. 19,1. O. O. F., and of Fort 
Wayne Canton^ No. 17, Patriarchs Mili- 
tant. 


At the time of his death he owned a con- 
tracting interest in the Journal and was 
possessed of considerable other property 
besides an insurance of some $10,000 on 
his life, all the fruits of a busy, careful 
career, and kindly concern for those 
nearest and dearest to him. 


The funeral will take place to-morrow 
forenoon at 10 o'clock, from the house, 
Na 251 East Washington street. Rev. 
Woolpert officiating. At 1:30, or per- 
haps a later hour, services will be held 
at^Naw Haven, where Rev. C. C. Albert- 
son, of Evanston, 111., is expected to 
preach the funeral sermon. 
Interment 
will be in the Odd Fellow's cemetery at 
New Haven.

The Chicago Tribune's Contribution t * 
Tariff Redaction Literature. 


We have not fomid one Republican 
editor who has given any reason why 
these enormous war taxes on the necessi- 
ties of life should be continued, or why 
they cannot be safely reduced, or why the 
reduction cannot be properly adjusted so 
that the tariff should still be high enough 
as a protective measure. 
Not one has 
shown that a reasonable reduction would 
be any damage to legitimate manufactur- 
ing interests, or that consumers ought to 
keep on paying these war taxes when 
their necessity for revenue has ceased. 
We have scanned all the little thick and 
thin tariff papers to ascertain if any one 
of them could seriously argue that $100,- 
000,000 of unnecessary taxes should be 
collected merely to be squandered; that 
but for the war of the rebellion there 
would have been any such tariff as we 
have now, or any necessity for it, or that 
60,000,000 consumers have not the right 
to demand relief from wanton and tyran- 
nical taxation on the necessaries of life 
for the benefit of millionaire monopolists. 


We submit, therefore, that as a matter 
of common propriety and decency these 
small critics should set forth their reasons 
or be quiet. They have no right to assail 
the position taken by President Arthur 
and emphasized by the Republican 
national convention of 1884, unless they 
have ample and valid canse. If they have 
any reasons for so doing, will they not 
kindly state them and send us marked 
copies, so that The Tribune may discover 
the error of its waysf Will they further 
show us how they expect the party to win 
with tobacco on the free list, with half

Wants More Freedom. 


"Have yon studied the question of Im< 
ports on machinery, on iron manufactures? 
You know we have to import a good deal 
vQf woolen machinery, and this again adds 
to the cost of our goods—to the manufact- 
ure—because we have to invest almost 
double the amount in machines to pro- 
duce given results that the foreign wool 
worker does. It seems to me that this 
portion of the tariff ought to be trimmed 
pretty well out of existence. If I go down 
here in Providence to buy machinery, the 
seller doesn't sit down and figure how 
good a machine he can make me at a fair 
profit, but he sits down and figures It out 
on the basis of the foreign machine, with 
45 per cent, of protection on it, and merely 
makes me a trifling allowance—just 
enough to keep me from going to Europe 
for it. He takes the fullest advantage of 
his 'protected rights,' and thus we have 
to pay too high for our tools. 


"Years ago we were enabled to import 
the splendid, fine wools grown in South 
America. Now, if we can only get that 
trade back, the government will have no 
need to pay subsidies. I remember the 
time when there were hundreds of Ameri- 
can sailing vessels on the River Plate re- 
ceiving wools for this country. 
They 
grow the best kinds of wools there, and 
being a bulky material it requires a good 
many vessels to transport it in quantity. 
I think I am right when I say that at one 
time there were 500 American vessels in 
the South American wool trade. Put us 
in a position to resume this trade and you 
would have all the vessels and steamers 
you wanted without subsidizing them. 
What is the use of subsidizing a steamer 
to carry the mails down there if they 
don't bring anything back? We want 
their wool and hides and they want our 
goods. But it is a disagreeable stand off 
Just now. We cannot afford to import 
their wool and they can't afford to pay 
our prices for goods."—A Woolen Manu- 
facturer in New York Herald.

lii Hnng Chang isviceToyof China, and 


the man who grarted the now celebrated 
concessions to the syndicate in which Mit- 
kiewicz, who is called count, and Mr. 
Wharton Barker, of Philadelphia, are in- 
terested. 
Li was born in thft province 
Ann Huei, Feb. IG, 1823. In 18G0 he was 
governor of the Thiang-Sin province, and 
had become a considerable figure in Chi- 
nese political and military Ufe. He co-

operated with Gen. Gordon in the work of 
suppressing tlio Taeping rebellion, and 
after it was quite put down the other 
Thiang provinces were added to his rule. 
In May, 1SG5, ho was made viceroy of the 
united conntries, in 18GG 
he was appointed 
minister i)Ienipotcntiary, in 18G7 he was 
given the title of viceroy of Hong Kuang, 
and in 18G8 became a grand chancellor. 
His titles nnd power were taken from him 
in 1870 after the Tien-Tsin massacre, but 
the emperor returned him to power In 
1872 and made him grand chancellor. 
At 
present he is viceroy of the metropolitan 
province of Pe-chib-hi, and as such is the 
chief adminiislrator of the entire Chinese 
empire, 
lie is a very liberal man in his 
views, and Is said to bo popular with the 
Chinese. 
It is stated that he will hold to 
his side of tlie contract with the Ameri- 
can syndicate. 


BISHOP 
A N D R E W S . 


A Methodist Clergryman of High Degree 
and His L,i£e Work. 


Ever since the death of Bishop Harris 
the Episcopal residence of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in New York has re- 
mained vacant. 
Bishop Andrews, of 
Washington, will be his probable suc- 
cessor. 
He is a middle sized man, pos- 
sessed of a countenance indicating great 
self command and power, and is regarded 
as ono of the foremost orators in the 
Methodist church. 
In his manner he Is 
affable to strangers and genial with his 
friends. 
A man of 
scholarly attain- 
ments, he is nevertheless modest in bis 
opinions, and tempers his eloquence with 
conservatism. 
At the general conference 
of Methodists, which meets in New York 
in May next, he is destined to play an im- 
portant part. 
The question arises then 
as to wliich bishop will choose to go to 
the metropolis. 
The writer has it from 
the highest authority that Bishop An- 
drews v. ill be the man. It is significant 
that he is to preside over the New York 
conference at Newburg, which will also 
be held in May. Bishop Andrews is a re- 
markable man. 
Born in the town of New 
Hartford, Oneida county, N. Y., Aug. 7, 
1825, he has advanced through the vari- 
ous stages of lii'e without one set back, 
until ho staiuì • today one of the most hon- 
ored IjLshops in a Christian communion 
wliich 
Ti umbers millions all over the 
world. 
His life as a student began in the 
Cazenovia seminary. From there he went 
to Weslcyan university and graduated with 
high hoiiors in August^, 1847. In 1848 
he was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Janes, and two 
years later was 
ordained an elder 
by Bi.sl)op Scott 
at Utica. 
For a 
time he oiilciated 
in a large ]i,".rish 
at 
Stockbridge, 
Conn., bui his 
voice 
becoming 
affected by his 
ministerial 
ser- 
vices 
lie 
was 
obliged to resit'-n, 
accepting a place 
as teaclm- iu the 
Cazen()\'^ .sem- 
inary. 
Tills was 
in 1854. In 1855 
he was elected 
college, iu Ohio.

president of Mansfield 
A year afterward he 
returned to the scene of his early school 
days and became the president of Cazeno- 
via seminary. Here he remained working 
with untiring industry to build up the in- 
stitution unti] 1864, when he resigned to 
re-enter pastoral work. He was first sta- 
tioned at .Stamford, Conn., and afterward 
wasreniovecr - Brooklj-n. During the

was sent as a delegate to the general con- 
ference.

His eloquence, his 
faithful devotion to the principles of the 
churcli he represented, and the feeling of 
reverence wliich his words and acts in the 
conference inspired, were so great that he 
there achieved his most signal triumph 
and was elected bishop. Under the ar- 
rangement of episcopal residences ob- 
served by Methodists, he i-emoved to Des 
Moines, where he remained for four years.

like an evai-.a-Iist through Norway and 
Sweden, he [»rea^-hed to the Methodists ia 
all the cities he visited, and succeeded in 
persuading them to organize inbe national 
conferences. 
He thus consolidated and 
strengtiiened the Metht)dists of each land, 
and today tlic conference ot Sweden and 
the conference of Norway have him tC 
thank for their existence, 
ui^fter finishing 
this work he passed into G' rmany, and 
after visiting Switzerland and Italy pro- 
ceeded to India. Here he established the 
South India conference, one of the largest 
and most important in the Methodist 
church. 
Shortly after 
his return to 
America he was given the episcopal resi- 
dence at Washington, ^here he now re- 
mains.

THE MULTITUDE OF M. D'S. 


What Is 
to 
Be 
Done 
with 
So Many 
Tonng Physicians? 


What is to be done with all these yotmg 
physicians? The Back Bay territory is 
fuU of them, and, unless the city becomes 
even more unhealthy than it is at present, 
they must, alas, starve I Is it not painful 
to think of these graduates of the medical 
school in that sad plight? Or course, some 
of them have rich relatives to give them a 
boost, and so can wait for epidemics and 
patients in offices furnished in the latest 
household art styles without turning a 
hair; but the others, who wish to live up 
to their shingle and make a reputation as 
soon as possible, I don't like to think 
about. 


One feels as though it was really want- 
ing in benevolence not to break a leg or 
have a rheumatic fever, or some other long 
and tiresome affliction, just to employ 
them. And then, too, the question will 
arise, why do these youths all choose the 
same profession? Every specialist, even 
if he does charge $15 to look at you two 
seconds, can't always grow rich. 
Pathol- 
o ^ is a most fascinating study, but I 
think, unless a man can be absolutely 
eminent in it, he would do much better to 
select a less intellectual pursuit. Now, 
this world is in great need of cooks. Men 
are generally excellent cooks, and why 
should they not aspire to becoming a 
Soyer or some other equally distinguished 
cordon bleu? The atmosphere of Boston 
is inimical to such a profession, perhaps, 
but the moral satisfaction of writing M. D. 
and hanging out a shingle on Common- 
wealth avenue, is very much lessened 
when you come to think of it on an empty 
stomach. 


It was probably this common sense 
view of the matter that has induced one 
highly educated physician here to abandon 
his calling and seek his better fortune in 
a weU known railroad office of a distant 
city. The difficulty for many of us lies 
in an ever increasing distaste for trade 
and in the idea that the liberal professions 
are the next step to the aristocracy of 
wealth.

Buzzards* Sense of Smell. 


At a meeting of the Biological Society 
of Washington, Dec. 17, an interesting 
paper was read by Mr. C. L. Hopkins on 
the sense of smell in buzzards. 
This 
much debated point was strongly set forth 
by Mr. Hopkins relating his experience in 
Florida. 
It was the uniform testimony of 
the Florida "crackers" that buzzards ob- 
tained food bysmelL 
He observed that 
buzzards never left their roosts on damp, 
foggy mornings until the groimd and 
shrubbery were dry. 
They would then 
move slowly across the wind until a scent 
was struck, when they would work up the 
wind until the carrion was found. Some- 
times they would drift down the wind, 
past their prey, until they struck the 
scent, which would be followed np, find- 
ing the object of their sear h sometimes 
in the densest scrub. 
He had on several 
occasions killed wild hogs in the scrub, 
and, after dressing them and taking what 
meat he wished, would see twenty or 
more buzzards coming down with the 
wind. On several occasions covered offal 
had been detected by them. 
They had 
also discovered a buried snake. 
Several 
other instances were related, which, in 
Mr. Hopkins' opinion, conclusively proved 
that buzzards find some of their food by 
scent, though that did not preclude the 
possibility or probability that they obtain 
other food by sight.—Science.

pAt a meeting of tb* Biological Society 
of Washington. Dee. 17, an interesting 
paper was read by Mr. C- L. Hopkins on 
the sense, of *mell in buzzards. 
This 


much debated point was Ftrongly t«et forth 
by Mr. Hopkins relating his experience In 
Florida. It was the uniform testimony of 
the Florida "crackers" that buzzards ob- 
tained food by*mell He observed that 
buzzards never left their roosts on damp, 
foggy mornings until th* ground and 
shrubbery were dry. 
They would then 


move slowly across the wind until a, scent 
was struck, when they would work up the 
wind until the carrion was found. Some- 
times they would drift down the wind. 
past their prey, until they struck the 
scent, which would be followed up, find- 
ing the object cf their sear it sometimes 
In the densest Rcnib. He had on several 
occasions killed wild hogs In the scrub, 
and, after dressing them and taking what 
meat he wished, would se* twenty or 
more buzzards coming down with the 
wind. On several occasions covered offal 
had been detected by them. They had 
also discovered a buried snake. Several 
other instances were related, which, In 
Mr. Hopkins' opinion, conclusively proved 
that buzzards find some of thrir food by 
scent, though that did not preclude the 
possibility »>r probability that they obtain 
other food by sight.—Science.
